Referring to the Arrangements in Regard

At the opening of yesterday after- 
noon’s proceedings of the U. I. A. 
convention, an address was given by 
Mr. J. R. Boyle, M.P.P. for Sturgeon. 

This was the day of Co-operation, 
and if this association did not organ- 
ize they did not keep in line with 
modern advancement. ‘The manufac- 
turers, the lumber people, the grain 
people, and even ‘the lawyers were or- 
ganizing. ‘The farmers in) Namion 
and Saskatoon were more advanced in 
organization than in. this province, 
and so exercised a good deal of in- 
fluence upon legislation. Legislatures 
are the humble servants of the people 
of the province. Mr. Boyle believed 
that where agriculture occupies so 
many, if farmers are well organized 
the legislation would reflect their 
views. He came here to get some 
ideas as he represented an agricul- 
tural constituency, and liked to take 
his views from his constituents, 

Mr. Boyle believed in the one-idea 
plan. Pull together and take one 
thing at a time, If things can be 
improved by legislation and adminis- 
tration, concentrate on one thing at 
atime. The questions being consid- 
ered are grain and meat, so see the

He supported the proposal of $50,000 
for the pork packing plant, but since 
had not heard much about it. It seem- 
ed that it was up to the government 
to go ahead and put this in practical 
shape. He thought the scheme should 
have been definitely worked out, but 
it was not fully discussed in the legis- 
lature, but only a general idea had 
been given of what was intended. 

Mr. Boyle thought private owner- 
ship of elevators was not in the best 
interests of producers. If elevators 
were owned as warehouses are by 
railroad companies it might be better, 
When dealers won't trust the carrying 
companies, we cannot blame the pro- 
ducers if they won't. 


Agricultural College. 

In regard to this he was surprised 
to hear that the Agricultural College 
and University location rested with 
the old legislature. Je had no ob- 
jection to taking any responsibility if 
it comes his way. He thought, how- 
ever, the government of a country 
was obliged to take responsibility, and 
he thought a government should be 
responsible for executive acts. He 
thought the government of the pro- 
vince was responsible for the Agri- 
cultural College as well as the Univer- 
sity, and if the Agricultural College 
was to go under the University, the 
government should accept the , re- 
sponsibility. 

The vote on the question was put 
through in 1907 in the ordinary way. 
It was not unusual to group estim- 
ates, and the Agricultural College 
grant might ‘have been grouped with 
the University. It would not be un- 
usual if it has been done so. Court 
houses and insane asylums might be 
grouped in an estimate, but it did not 
mean one should be governed by the 
other, 

Grouping allows of elasticity. 

The question of amalgamation of the 
University with the Agicultural Col- 
lege had never been discussed, said 
Mr. Boyle. In the previous legislature 
none of the members of the old house 
thought that it would be discussed un- 
til brought up. The government of 
the day should bear the responsibility 
of the choice of sites, and the legisla- 
ture should not interfere. But as to 
the Agricultural College being an ad- 
junct to the University, controlled by

Lake 


Five carloads of settlers’ effects, 
horses, mules, ete. are due to arrive 
from Oklahoma for the colored people 
at present housed at the Immigration 
Nall. On the arrival of their goods 
the colored people to the number of 
about thirty will leave for Lobstick 
Lake, where they will take up home- 
steads. There is said to be a colony 
of 125 negroes at Lobstick. All are in 
prosperous circumstances as in. the 
three years since the colony was es- 
tablished none have asked for gov- 
ernment aid. ‘he new arrivals are 
said to have a good grub-stake to be- 
gin life on Alberta farms, 

W. J. Webster, immigration officer, 
stated to The Capital this morning 
that indications point to the ‘hall be- 
ing filled to capacity as soon as spring 
opens. Americans who have been out 
prospecting have gone back to their 
home States to report on the country, 
and bring immigrants back with them. 
Mr, Webster looked for a great in- 
flux from Michigan, Missouri and 
Minnesota. He said European ‘im- 
migration would set in by the first 
of April.

THE WORD PROVINCIAL 


Calgary to be Able to Use it This Year 
in Connection with Exhibition 

Sheriff Van Wart, president of the 
Calgary Exhibition, and EK. L. Rich- 
ardson, manager, interviewed the gov- 
ernment yesterday with a request that 
Calgary be given the use of the word 
“provigcial” in connection with the 
annual exhibition in that city.

Asquith Speaks. 

Mr. Asquith, speaking at Fast Tife 
last night, deprecated the importation 
into a domestic constitutional parlia- 
mentary struggle of the opinion of 
foreign countries. «It was a novelty 
dangerous and objectionable in char- 
acter, “It is still less legitimate to 
import the supposed opinion of the 
colonies,” ‘he continued. “We = are 
agreed in our affection for the col- 
onies, in our desire in every way 
compatible with the interests of the 
people of this country and Empire to 
cement the fabric, to tighten the bond, 
deepen the common sense of attach- 
ment and loyalty and affection of the 
colonies. Wise, prudent, far-sighted 
statesmen who govern their destinies 
would be the first to deprecate any 
kind of pressure that should appear to 
be exercised by them on the free 
judgment of the people of this coun- 
try.” (Cheers). Mr. Asquith pro- 
ceeded to say ‘he remembered well at 
the Colonial Conference the premier 
of the great self-governing dominion 
saying when discussing the question 
of trade preference that if he thought 
the granting of a preference would 
lead to any increase in the living of 
the poor he would be the I*«t person 
to advocate it.

Their Relations in the Edmonton 
Building Trade Could Not be 
Better 


BANQUET OF THE EXCHANGE 


A Very Enjoyable Affair—P rospects for a 
Year of Peace and Prosperity 
are Excellent 

What was appropriately termed the 
christening of the Edmonton Builders’ 
Exchange was held in Lewis’ Cafe last 
evening with over 100 members and 
guests in attendance. Around the 
same banquetting board sat contract- 
ors, architects and representatives of 
the trade unions of the city with the 
most amicable feeling prevailing. ‘The 
banquet marked a very propitious year 
for 1910, with plenty of work for the 
building trades and freedom’ from 
strikes and labor entanglements which 
have not been altogether unknown in 
the past. 


President C. C. Batson sketched the 
development of the Builders’ Ex- 
change. Five years ago organization 
was effected and recently Strathcona 
contractors had been added to mem- 
bership. At first twenty members 
were on ‘the roll, but now the num; 
ber is nearly 100, Kach trade had 
taken care of business as it effects 
them particularly. ‘There were seven 
in all.and each was represented on the 
board of control. ‘he new rooms of 
the Exchange in McMougall Court 
were joint offices for clients, architects 
and contractors. Plans for new build- 
ings were mow sent to the secretary 
of the exchange and were available 
for all. Mr. Batson said he was 
gratified to see the good understand- 
ing between the ‘building trades and 
the employees. It precluded any reas- 
onable chance of disagreement for 
this year. As for the members of the 
xchange, there was competitive riv- 
alry between them, but a feeling of 
good fellowship at all times prevailed. 

Among the number of excellent 
toasts were: ‘Ihe Province of Al- 
berta,” proposed by Vice-President ‘T. 
M. Grindley and responded to by J. 
Chalmers, government engineer; “The 
City of Edmonton,” proposed by A, 
Patterson and ably responded to by 
Ald. Armstrong and A. J. Latournell; 
“The Architects of dmonton and: 
Strathcona,” proposed by G. W. 
Joughton and coupled with the names 
of Messrs. Henderson, Wise, Wilson 
and Wittimgton. Ald. J. H. ‘Millar ‘ 
proposed a toast to “Labor Unions,” 
saying, amid great applause, that per- 
fect harmony exists between the con- 
tractors and labor unions in Edmon- 
ton, The toast was responded to by 
Mr. Blake, representing the Brick- 
layers’ Union. He said that working- 
men have come to see that. strikes 
are equally as harmful to them as to 
the employers. ; 

J. CG. Dowsett, as president of thre 
Board of Trade, complimented the 
builders and their organization and 
said it would grow to be the most 
important of the commercial and busi-

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MRS. MURPH Y’S SUGGESTION 

Mrs. Arthur Murphy, the president 
of the Women’s Hospital Aid, made a 
proposal of very considerable im- 
portance in her address to the mem- 
bers of that body on Monday, which 
was reported in full in the Capital 
the next day. Mrs. Murphy wishes 
the present city hospital to become 
such in more than name. She would 
like to see it under direct municipal 
management instead of having the re- 
sponsibility devolve upon those citi- 
zens who happen to be charitably dis- 
posed. As all who read the address 
will admit, Mrs. Murphy put up avery 
strong case. But the change is not 
one that should be made without con- 
siderable investigation. Dr. Bruce- 
Smith, inspector of hospitals for On- 
tario, aman whose opinion must carry 
no little weight, discussed the’ subject 
at the meeting of the Canadian Medi- 
cal Association in Winnipeg last year 
and part of what he said has a very 
direct beatiyg on the suggestion made 
by Mrs. Murphy. 


“When a town 
clared, “contemplates the establish- 
ment of a hospital, my first advice is 
to make sure that class partisan or 
sectional feeling of any kind is kept 
separate and complete. Ward politics 
are decidedly incompatable with hos- 
pital management. The contrast be- 
tween municipal hospitals and those 
institutions which are controlled and 
directed by jocai boards is most 
marked. Fortunately in this country 
we have not ‘had the experience which 
has been so expensive in some of the 
American cities during the past year. 
There are only two or three what 
might be termed municipal hospitals in 
Ontario. Where these are located 
there is an absence of the hospital 
spirit among the people of the com- 
munity. Local philanthophy is never 
exerted for the benefit of the hos- 
pital. It would, indeed, be a sur- 
prise for such a hospital to receive a 
contribution or become the object of a 
bequest. Not only is the hospital de- 
prived of the contributions and sym- 
pathy of the people of the community, 
but the greater privilege of giving is 
kept from those who would other- 
wise find comfort and delight in prac- 
tical benevolence. There are one or 
two places in Ontario where the peo- 
ple would as soon think of making a 
donation to the city hall or street 
railway as to the local hospital under 
municipal control and management. 
There is no room in Canada for more 
hospitals solely under municipal con- 
trol. The ideal plan is, as so largely 
prevails in this province, local man- 
agement under the direction of those 
who are actuated by a spirit of phil- 
anthrophy, coupled with civic pride, 
and are wiling to administer the im- 
portant trust committed to their care. 
These boards, however, deserve and 
“must receive liberal municipal sup- 
port. The municipal act of Ontario 
gives power to vote an annual grant 
each year for hospital support. 
Every, city, town, village, township, 
and county council can exercise that 
power. Some of the municipaiities 
make liberal grants towards .the sup- 
port of the hospitals in their midst. 
Unfortunately, there are many that 
will not take advantage of the power 
they possess to vote hospital grants.

Some municipalities decline to con- 
tribute anything towards paying for 
the hospital care and treatment their 
indigent patients receive. The time 
has come when municipalities should 
be awakened to a sense of the duty 
they owe to the local hospitals who 
care for their sick poor. A statutory 
amendment might with great advan- 
tage be introduced giving hospital 
boards the power to collect from a 
municipality the actual cost of main- 
tenance of a patient who is unable to 
pay for what the hospital has afforded 
during his illness. The Municipal Act 
of Ontario now gives the power for 
the municipality to make the grant: 
why not give hospitals the power tc 
collect what the municipality owes for 
the care of its indigents?”

hospital as was. necessary, in addition 
to what was received from paying pa- 
tients, to keep it going. ‘his places 
the responsibility of maintenance on 
the municipality without any direct 
control of the institution or the man- 
ner in which its funds are to be spent. 
Such an arrangement seems hardly pro- 
per or feasible. Either we have to 
treat the maintenance of the hospital 
as a regular function of a municipality 
or leave it to voluntary effort on the 
part of the citizens. 

While under the latter system there 
are free-will grants made by individ- 
uals which would probably be lacking, 
as Dr. Smith points out, in case the 
institution were municipalized, there 
are great disadvantages to offset this. 
It is nécessary to resort to all kinds 
of schemes for raising money, which 
are a source of nuisance to the com- 
munity. The funds that are thus ob- 
tained are seldom given willingly. Re- 
quests are made upon people which 
they can ill afford to accede to. If 
direct begging is resorted to, the work 
is distasteful to those who under- 
take it. If a hospital fair or other 
form of entertainment is held, there 
is but little profit in proportion to the 
money and time that are expended on 
it. A hospital is an absolute need. 
Why then, it may fairly be asked, 
should it be left to citizens to support 
it or not as they feel disposed? But 
this article is written not so much to 
express any particular view as to invite 
discussion. The Capital would like 
to have the subject taken up by those 
whose experience in hospital adminis- 
tration makes their opinion valuable 
and will accordingly welcome any con- 
tribution to its columns on the sub-

It is so calied 
to perpetuate the memory of the new 
manuger Edson J. Chamberlain. Ji 
is 922 miles west of Winnipeg and 
is the last divisional point before thc 
railway enters the mountains, The 
prairie division ‘of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific starts at Winnipeg and ends 
at Edson, consequently it is “the Cal- 

“5 % oe 
gary” of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
railway system. It is situated at the 
junction of the Macleod and Wolf 
rivers, about 130 miles west of Ed- 
monton. 

As all know the history of Calgary. 
it muy presage the future history of 
Edson, except that it is expected the 
growth of Edson in the future will 
be double that of Calgary in the past. 
Adjacent to Edson are coal measures, 
good agricultural land timber limits 
and. the Macleod river assures the 
town of plenty of pure, clear moun- 
tain water. Some far-seeing ‘people 
are predicting that it will rival if no. 
outstrip Edmonton, but if it does 
Edmonton has a district of its own, 
being the head-quarters for the great 
northern traffic to Fort McMurray and 
vicinity; from Edson it is expected 
railways will be built to the great 
Peace river country lying immediate- 
ly to the north and also to Calgary, 
the latter of which branches will tra- 
verse the great agricultural country 
along the foothills to the Rocky moun- 
tains and west of Red Deer.

they bag in the field and the bags are 
the farmers’ granary. So all the 
one he has on his farm or at least 
very likely to be.

to ship, after it has paid for granaries, 
elevators, and is an altogether differ- 
ent system of harvesting and market- 
ing from that of the western coast 
states. 

This is made necessary by the al- 
together different climate the opera- 
have 
seen the grain bags lying scattered all 
over the field in that country, where 
the combined harvesters dropped them 
and they lay there for months and 
then are picked up and drawn to the 
railroad in just as good condition as 
they were dropped there. The har- 
vesting in the U. S. is all done by 
headers and mostly combines thresh- 
ing as the grain is cut. Grain and 
straw get perfectly dry there, quite a 
different proposition here. There they 
bag from an economic — standpoint, 
here if we bag the expense is added 
upon a more costly mehtod, just for 
the sake of loading it on the ship. 


Under the circumstances in which 


iwe are placed the sacking will always 


be an unnecessary expense, as well as 
unsatisfactory in other ways. We 
have all the other equipment for hand- 
ling our grain for the western markets 
except the terminal elevators, and 
we must have them from some source, 
government if possible, and I sincere- 
ly hope the government will see the 
need of such action and move in this 
matter at an early date. If the ship- 
ping interests are not prepared to 
transport grain in bulk at present 
they will soon come to it when once 
the elevators are ready to operate.

vor of such a move and the backing 
will be very strong if the matter is 
taken up by either provincial or Do- 
minion governments.

The United Farmers of Alberta 
meet in convention at Edmonton on 
Wednesday and Thursday, January 
1gth and 2oth, to elect officers for the 
central organization, and to debate 


amany important matters that affect 


their interests. Delegates will be pre- 
sent’ from all over the province, and 
the city of Edmonton has set apart 


a sum of: money for the entertanment |? 


of the visitors. 

Year by year these conventions are 
becoming of more importance, are 
more representative of the principal 
industry of the province, and act in 
the most felicitious manner in bring- 
farmers 


discuss 


ing together representative 
from different districts to 
problems that affect them in a local 
way and also to debate larger ques- 
tions that affect each and every part 
of the whole of Alberta. It is expect- 
ed that at least one hundred delegates | 
will be present at this convention. 
Probably the most prominent mat- 
ter to be brought up this year will be 
the status of ‘the live stock business, 
and ‘efforts will be made to obtain 


consideration’is that of the local im- 
provement districts, and measures to 
be carried out in regard to the mak- 
ing of good roads and the financing 
of the same. 

Altogether it looks as if the conven- 
tion had laid out sufficcient work for 
two or three weeks deliberation in- 
stead of two or three days, which js 
the time limit, but, no doubt, a good 
deal of preliminary work has been 
done at the local debates.

MEAT INSPECTION MATTER 


Lengthy Reports from Both Read—A 
Special Committee will Make In- 
vestigation 
The question of meat inspection in 
the city of Edmonton was opened for 
discussion at the council meeting on 
Tuesday. A letter to the commission- 
ers from Dr. Whitelaw, medical health 
officer, that an officer be appointed 


jwith the joint duties of meat, dairy and 


veterinary inspector and the report of 
the commissioners that such an ar- 


rangement was not feasible, formed 
| the basis of the discussion. 


The Ietter from Dr. Whitelaw to 
the commissioners is the one which 


| did not appear before the council unzil 


Dr. Whitelaw stood up before the 
council at the previous mecting and 
requested that his recommendation be 


|brought to the council instead of being 
| “pigeon-haled.” 


Dr. Whitelaw’s Letter. 
The letter was read last evening, 


i . . . 
along with the commissioners’ report, 


and read as follows: 
Messrs. The Commissioners, 

City of Edmonton: 

Gentlemen—In view of the fact 
that a more efficient meat inspection 


jin ‘the city appears to have become 


a necessity, I beg to recommend for 
your consideration the following, 

1. That a specially qualified meat 
inspector be engaged who is also a 
veterinary surgeon. 

2. That this inspector, in addition 
to meat inspection, act as dairy in- 
spector and take charge of all vet- 
erinary work in connection with the 
horses owned by the various city de- 
partments. 

3. That his salary be fixed at from 
$1,500 to $2,000 per year. 

4. That this inspector be engaged 
to devote his whole time ‘to the city’s 
interests, 

5. That applications be requested 
for.such position. 

It would appear that a public abat- 
toir will become an absolute neces- 
sity in the near future and would 
greatly lessen the difficulties of meat 
inspection, 


At the present time the veterinary || 


inspector receives $1,200 per year for 
dairy work alone and a conservative 
estimate of veterinary expenses for 
city owned horses would be $400 per 


year. 
I may say that the present dairy in- 
spector is performing the duties of 
his office in a very satisfactory man- 
ner, but it appears to me that greater 
economy and efficiency might be. se- 
cured by combining as indicated above 
the various duties in one official who 
would devote this: whole time to his 
work. I am, yours truly, 
F. H. WHITELAW, 
Medical Health Officer. 


The commissioners’ report shows 
that while recognizing that more ef- 
ficient meat inspection in the city is 
desirable, they do not recommend that 
the present suggestion of the medi- 
cal health officer be adopted. Meat 
value must be efficient. All author- 
ities agree that efficient inspection 
cannot be made unless the head, heart, 
lungs, etc., etc., of the animal are seen 
by the inspector. There seems to be 
only one efficient method for hav- 
ig proper meat inspection which is to 
have all animals intended for con- 
sumption in the city slaughtered at a 
public abattoir or a private abattoir, 
under municipal inspection. Under 
existing conditions. the inspector 
would have to visit every slaughter 
house in the city and Strathcona 
whenever any animals were to be 
slaughtered. In the case of animals 
slaughtered by farmers the whole car- 


case including the head, heart, lungs, 
ete,, would have to be brought inté the 
city fer inspection—a practical im- 
possibility. ‘T’o give any kind of in- 
spection which would be at all. effici- 
ent under existing conditions would 
take a good part of the time of an 
inspector. 

The persent dairy inspector is giving 
very satisfactory service. His work 
comprises: 

The inspection, etc., of dairies. 

The inspection of stables and cows 
in ‘the city. 

The collection and examination of 
milk samples. 

The inspection covers forty dairies, 
with a total of 779 cows. These are 
inspected regularly every two months, 
about half being inspected.each month. 
Besides these during the past year 
there have been -thirteen applications 
for licenses covering 85 cows. These 
were inspected and some time given 


of the new bylaw, as they had been 
doing business previously, but sub- 
sequent inspections did not warrant 
the granting of licenses. Tour other 
applicants for dicenses covering 45 
cows are not included in the above. 
There are between 300 and 400 cows 
kept in the city. 

The commissioners 
for private purposes and these with 
the stables and surroundings are re- 
quired to be inspected twice a year 
according to the bylaw. Samples of 
milk areitaken and inspected with the 
Babcock Machine to determine the 
amqunt of butter fat and if it be low 
further tests are carried out to de- 
termine whether it has been skimmed 
or watered. 
examined for flavor, odor, visible sub- 
stances, etc. Samples are taken at 
any time or place in the presence of 
the man in charge, each month, or of- 
tener in suspicious cases. 

The annual report of the medical 
health officer says that the dairies are 
in a very satisfactory condition and 
that an investigation of the dairy reg- 
ulations of ‘other cities would indi- 
cate that Edmonton jhas a milk sup- 
ply second to none in Canada. 

Regarding veterinary work in con- 
nection with the horses ,owned by 
the city. The greater number of these 
horses and those likely to need vet- 
erinary care are in the fire depart- 
ment. We are of the opinion that the 


reported that 


/|chief of that department is the best 


judge of who should look after these 
horses and his hands should not be 
tied by. the appointment of any par- 
ticular veterinarian. The cost for 
veterinary work in this department 
during the past two years has been 
slightly in excess of $200.00 per year. 


Dr. Whitelaw Heard 


On the report being read Dr. White- 
law, who was present, said he theught 
it would have been a courtesy for the 
commissioners to have called him in 
for the preparation of the report. He 
was prepared to say that the staff re- 
quired a man to look after meat in- 
spection. It occurred to him as a 
matter of economy that the work of 
‘two inspectors be combined and that 
one man devote his attention entire- 
ly in the employ of the city. 

“As head of a department I was 
never asked whether ‘the dairy inspec- 
tion was satisfactory,” said Dr. White- 
law.

‘There followed a cross fire of ques- 
tions and answers between the medical | 
health officer and Ald. Hyndman. The 
latter wished to know whether tuber- 
cular trouble existed among the cows 
which supplymolk to Edmonton resi- 
dents and whether the milk of a tuber- 
cular cow was tainted. 

“There are as many healthy cows 
as human beings,” replied the doc- 
tor. 

Dr. Whitelaw went further. He 
said that he knew cases of where 
diseased cows are brought in from the 
country by hucksters and sold to the 
consumer on the market square. He 
wanted such meat inspected and he 
also wanted the butcher shops  in- 
spected. The doctor proceeded to 
make some derogatory remarks about 
the commissioners when he was stop- 
ped by Ald. Hyndman, who succeeded 
in getting the matter referred to the 
special commissioner for a report. 

“This is no place to continue ‘this 
discussion,” said Ald. Hyndman, “It 
should be done in committee.” 


SAD CUTLOOK FOR FAIR-HAIiR- 
ED PEOPLE 


Professor Gustaf Retzius of Stock- 
holm, delivered the annual Huxley 
memorial lecture at the Royal Anthro- 
pological institute in their own. pre- 
mises in Great Rusell street, London, 
recently. He took for ‘his subject 
The So-called North European Race 
of Mankind; a View of the Develop- 
ment of Some Anthropological Ques- 
tions. After referring in detail to the 
recent progress of anthropology, and 


especially of craniology, he described 
investigations which ‘had been organ- 
ized by himself and carried out by a 
staff of scientists in Sweden, craniolo- 
gical and other examinations being 
made of some 50,000 recruits for the 
army. The result of these and other 
investigations was to satisfy him that 
the North European (Teutonic) race- 
‘type—the blond, long-headed type— 
was preserved in Sweden to a greater 
extent than anywhere else, far more 
than in Germany, the ancient heritage 
of the Teutons, while as a result of his 
investigations of prehistoric crania he 


racial elements of the prehistoric in- 
habitants. 

These results served as a support 
for the theory recently enunciated by 
K. Penka, and lL. Wilson, which pro- 
claimed Scandinavia and the region ad- 
jacent to the southern part of the 
Baltic as the original home of the 
Teutons or Germans, in opposition to 
the dogma, so long accepted as incon- 
testable, that they, or rather the Ar- 
yans, had originated in Asia—the In- 
do-Germanic theory of the Philolog- 
ists. Invmiddle Europe the ‘leutonic 
had more and more been driven out 
by the dair-haired race. Lapouge, the 
French anthropologist, ‘had character- 
ized in a very trenchant manner the 
different characteristics of the two 
races. The North European face were 
adventurous and warlike. ‘Nhey knew 
better how to gain riches than to keep 
them, ‘They oscillated between nar- 
rowness and brilliancy. ‘The middle 
European race, on the other shand, 
were temperate, laborious, and econ- 
omical, not wanting in cleverness, but 
seldom possessed of real talent. In 
politics they had but one ambition: to 
secure state support. (Laughter,) Pro- 
fessor Retzius was inclined to con- 
clude that wherever the two 
were both available it was the dark- 
haired, small statured race which were 
preponderatingly employed in indus- 
trial occupations, and he feared ‘that, 
just as in Central and Mastern urope 
the Teutonic race had not been able 
to ‘hold its own, so probably they 
would have to give place in North- 
western Europe also, and perhaps by 
degrees, disappear entirely out of the 
fatherland of their ancestors and them- 
selves, by reason of the ever-increas- 
ing might and power of industrialism. 
The prospect was depressing, but the 
development of things in this ‘world 
was not seldom harsh and unmerci- 
ful. ;
